1 . This is the first action on the merits.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. the following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
fornn the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1 , 4-5, 8-1 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Wilson (5.180,033). 

Wilson shows the claimed device (10) where a foldable box (12) and bag (14) are 
used tq catch drain oil from a vehicle (see figure 2); the bag having a closure (16) which 
seals the bag after the oil has been drained; the sides of the box (see figure 13) being 
used as handles and the handles are foldable. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which fomns the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 2-3, 6-7, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Wilson (5,180,033) in view of Beaudette (6,076.967). 

Wilson shows the claimed subject matter as explained supra. 
Wilson falls to show the use of zipper type bag or a cap in the bag.

Beaudette shows a zipper type bag (13) which has a zipper (20) and a resealable cap 
(30). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to replace the plastic bag of Wilson with the bag of Beaudette in 
view of the teaching of Beaudette for the purpose of having a resealable bag and a 
second capped opening to drain the fluid which allows for more effective handling of the 
fliud.
